A laborious canvass o 


this great district reaching fiom tin 
waters of Green Bay on the east near 
ly to the Mississippi river on tl 
west, and from the south lineof Clark 
county to the shores of Lake Superior 
must be made, ami with the prospcc 
at best of a doubtful result; but he 
who would not lead at the request ol 
his party even under such circum- 
stances, is unworthy to be entrusted 
with leadership under any. 
But if 


the out look for success in this dis- 
trict is not as promising as we conU 
wish, and if our little congrossiomi 
bark is doomed to go down in disaster

"I had been having a nice quiet time

Most of my time I spent fishing and 
paddling about and speculating where 
I'd bo-likely to find the best trapping 
that fall.

The unit, for 
tho diamond broker is a pa per of loose 
stones, and when you begin tootlor him 
diamond pins, rings aud brooches, just 
so soon do you lose on the transaction. 


"When a, jeweler fails he is able to 


pay generally only 25 par cent, divi- 
dend. A dry goods dealer pays 50 per 
cent. The rensou for this is that tho 
jeweler's assets consist generally of a 
lot of played out machinery and obso- 
lete jewelry which, though it eo.st, him 
a large sum of money, is valuable only 
asso mueh gold and precious stones. 


"The price of diamonds fluctuates all 


the time, and thi.s is another source of 
danger to us. 
None of the Maiden lane 


dealers is making any money now. 
Most of them are dealers merely and 
not geologists and experts and they are 
likely to overestimate the value of a 
stone. 
I can give you no better exam- 


ple than the fact that when a parcel of 
stones has reached the custom house 
and the officials there 'have suspected 
that they were undervalued they have 
appointed a committee of six experts 
and the experts in their valuation have 
varied as much a^> -5iO a carat. In a case 
like that the matter is settled by strik- 
ing an average, but it shows how hard 
it is to determine the worth of a stone.

paddles 0y till they reached shore.

hare a whole tribe of Sioux after me If 
I let those two carry away the news 
that they had seen me. 


"The minute they went out of sight 


1 pulled up my anchor stone, and pot 
tnat big rock into one of my bundles of 
bulrushes. I did not take the auclior 
rope off the rock, but just tied the bul- 
rushes firmly round the stone. 


"Nest I took off my buckskin coat 


and buttoned it round the 
bundle.

"Tho reason for this is that there is 


an abundance of tho poorer stones.' 
They come, from 
the African mines, 


which nrc inexhaustible, and which 
will supply the world with all tho dia- 
monds it. needs for L,OUO years or more. 
But the more valuable stones are not 
found in such large numbers, because 
they come from the Mast Indies, where 
the supply is exhausted, ami from lira- 
/.il, where there are few good diamonds 
left.

find is worth only the intrinsic value of 
the gold you put in it, bejause it is out 
of date and you cannot market, it. 


"Few people realize- this dead loss in 


the jewelry business. There is another 
point too. As soon as you set a diamond 
and try to dispose of it at promiscuous 
sale you find it harder to do so than il 
the diamond were loose. Ttic unit foe 
the diamond broker is a paper of loose 
stones, and when you begin tootfer him 
diamond pins, rings aud brooches, just 
so soon, do you lose on the transaction. 


"When a jeweler fails he is able to 


pay generally only 33 per cent, divi- 
dend. A dry goods dealer pays 50 per 
cent. The reason for this is that tho 
jeweler's assets consist generally of a 
lot of played out machinery and obso- 
lete jewelry which, though it cost him 
a large sum of money, is valuable only 
as so much gold and previous stones. 


"The price o£ diamonds fluctuates all 


the time, and this is another source of 
danger to us. Xonc of the Maiden lane 
dealers is making any money now. 
-Most of them are dealers merely and 
not geologists and experts and they are 
likely to overestimate the value of a 
stone. 
1 can give you no better exam- 


ple than the fact that when a parcel ol 
stones lias reached the custom house 
and the officials there -have suspected 
that they were undervalued they have 
appointed a committee of six experts 
and the experts in their valuation have 
varied as much as £:2t> a ennit Jn a case 
like that the matter is settled by strik- 
ing an average, but it shows how hard 
it is to determine the worth of a stone.

more valuable on account of their size, 
arc split up into small stones.

mond has. 
No two that ever existed 


were ever alike. T.ike a live-carat stone 
and cut it into two arid the halvc.s 
will be entirely different in every way.

Up to the June of 177T, the troops of 


tho various American colonies which 
had declared their independence of the 
mother country had fought under any 
ensign which chanced to please their 
fancy. Most ol the New York forces 
had fcmjfht under a flag in which the 
stripes aud the orange, white and red 
of the old Dutch republic were promi- 
nent; the Connecticut soldiers had dis- 
played a red ila;* with the inscription, 
"An Appeal to Heaven," on one side, 
and the Latin motto of the colony, 
"Qui transulit sustinet" (tie that has 
transplanted us will sustain us), on the 
other; the South Carolina man at one 
period used a palmetto banner, and 
other colonial forces had fluwn flags 
which had special and local sig-nificance. 


Commodore Hopkins had put to sea in 


February, 1777, with the first revolu- 
tionary fleet, displaying a Sag of thir- 
teen alternate red and white stripes, 
with the red and white crosses of St.

It is very interesting to study the de- 


tails of the construction of our flag and 
to learn the various explanations that 
have been given for them, in the ab- 
sence of authoritative records.

Why were stripes chosen to compose 


the main body of the nag? One expla- 
nation 
which

frequently been 


offered is the fact that stripes—and 
stars, nlso—were a prominent feature 
of Washington's coat of arms; but as 
good Americans we fancy that that cir- 
eumstnnee had little weight with the 
committee of the sternly democratic 
continental congress of 1777. 
Another, 


and probably the correct one, is the 
fact that the New York soldiers were 
fighting under the folds of a banner 
consisting of the stripes of another re- 
public, the most conspicuous republic 
of modern times, viz., the Utiitud Prov- 
inces of the Netherlands, commonly 
known as "the Dutch republic." Choice 
of stripes was, accordingly, a tribute t 
a sister republic, and it was also u coir 
plimeut to the important New Yor 
contingent in the colonial army--a con 
ting-ent then suffering from discourage 
ment, as New York City was occupied 
by Howe, and .Uurgoyuc was marchin 
down from the north. Thirteen stripe 
were fixed upon as the correct numbe 
on account of the number of the; cole> 
nies. 


Those who explained the selection o 


stripes by the presence of stripes in th 
Washington coat of arms explain the 
selection of stars by the fixct that sUrs 
are prominent in that coat of arms. Bu 
this explanation is usually rejecteel. A 
more generally accepted one rs to the 
effect that the adoption of one large 
star in the canton, or union, was urgee 
as symbolic of the shining in history o 
the new republic, then surrounded b 
the night of affliction aud doubt; ane 
that thirteen stars were 
ultimately 


clmsen as indicative of the thirteen col 
onies. In the canton of the flag, as usee 
for many years, the stars werelirrangei 
in the form of a circle in order to typ 
ify the endlesseharucturof the republic
